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introduction 


This is the Company of Young Canadians’ third annual report. 
Each report, it seems, has talked of major changes within the CYC 
and has tried to explain the Company. Because of the many 
changes in the Company again during the past year, this report 
will be no exception. 


structure 


These Personnel changes in the past year resulted in changes in 
most of Company operation. For example, the Company institu- 
ted many new policies in the fields of financial and personnel 
administration. The increased competence of our financial depart- 
ment is visible in this year’s auditor's report. In the area of 
personnel, the executive director has initiated comprehensive job 
descriptions; clarified staff responsibilities and lines of authority 
and improved hiring methods, He has also begun a re-organization 
of the Company's committees to make them more representative 
of the volunteers and the communities they serve. 


These steps are evidence of a change in Company administrative 
philosophy. Before, the Company attempted to keep its 
administration as flexible as possible. But in doing this, we 
erroneously assumed that any structure would restrict our freedom 
to operate, Now, the objective is to develop a highly competent 
administration in Ottawa whose first and main objective will be to 
service the field operation. Some loss of administrative flexibility 
will be inevitable, but hopefully this loss will be compensated for 
by better support to our projects and improved field operations. 


Another important change was initiated in November of 1968. At 
that time our provisional council asked for the establishment of a 
permanent elected council. The Act establishing the Company calls 
for a 15-member governing council, with 10 of the council mem- 
bers elected by volunteers. It was felt by council, volunteers and 


staff that the time had now come to establish a permanent council 
and recommendations were accordingly made to the government. 


The Company had at the end of the fiscal year 195 volunteers 
working on 38 projects across the country. Although 12 new 
projects were started in 1968-69, we were unable to increase the 
number of volunteers due to our reduced budget of 1.9 million 
dollars. 


Many aspects of our field work changed during the last year. The 
Company has worked toward becoming more project-oriented, 
For example, selection and training of volunteers has been taken 
out of headquarters’ hands. A preliminary selection is done in 
Ottawa based on the applicants, written resume. Applications are 
then sent to the projects that need volunteers. If the project 
personnel are impressed by the applicant he or she is invited to 
visit the project for two weeks, At the end of this time project 
staff and volunteers decide with the applicant if he is suitable 
volunteer material. If the applicant is suitable, a six-week project- 
based training program, begins. 


In addition to selection and training, some administrative duties 
are being taken over by projects. In the coming year, volunteers 
will also find themselves more involved in planning, budgetting 
and other areas of vital interest to the field. 


success and failure 


During its first two years of operation, the Company was hesitant 
to talk about projects in terms of success and failure. One reason 
for this was the Company’s unique approach to many problems. 
But during the past year, the Company felt sufficiently competent 
to undertake objective evaluations of its projects. We realized, 
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also, that in keeping with our responsibility to the taxpayers of 
Canada we had to prove our worth, in a tangible way, to them. 
Our evaluations led to some projects being closed-down and 
others being re-organized to better meet the needs of the 
communities they were serving. 


The Don Area project in Toronto and our Winnipeg project were 
terminated last spring. Also closed were projects in Victoria, 
British Columbia and Saint John, New Brunswick and Oak River, 
Manitoba, ‘‘This Magazine Ils About Schools” is still published but 
the Company withdrew its support as had been pre-arranged. 
Projects in Halifax and Keelerville, Ontario were closed but the 
Company expects to move back into these communities this 
year to work with the black community in Halifax and in rural 
development in Keelerville. Marked for possible new Company 
projects are Winnipeg, Northern Manitoba, and Northeastern 
New Brunswick, 


The Company's main project re-organization took place in 
Quebec. Last year we had four projects in Quebec with almost 
100 volunteers, After intense evaluation, it was decided to break 
the four large projects into 17 smaller ones. 


The Company’s over-all program still needs to be strengthened 
but the majority of our projects, are now operating successfully, 
and it is with some optimism that we look forward to our fourth 
year of operation. 


the volunteers 


The Company had one pleasant problem during the year — an 
overabundance of young people applying to join the CYC, We 
averaged 300 letters of inquiry a month and from this the 
Company received an average of 80 applicants a month. Our 
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regret is that we don’t have positions for all these people. This 
number of applicants, however, does give our projects the 
opportunity to be more selective when choosing volunteers. 


The average age of our volunteers has risen from 23 years to 24,5 
years during the past 12 months. More than 70 per cent of our 
volunteers have post-secondary education; 30 per cent are 
females. The allowance volunteers are paid varied widely, and is 
dependent upon such things as marital status, Most single 
volunteers receive approximately $200.00 a month. 


The volunteer drop-out rate was lower in 1968-69 than in 
1967-68. Two years ago 54 volunteers resigned from the Company. 
Last year, the number fell to 25, 


our role 


Our job is to facilitate social change. This is done by making 
people aware of their rights and helping them organize to take full 
advantage of the democratic system in order to achieve their 
rights. It is important to emphasize that the Company at no time 
decides what a community will or will not do. We believe that 
people in a community are fully aware of what their problems 

and needs are. Our job is to help them come together to solve their 
problems and fulfill their needs. 


There are several hard facts that the Company has accepted about 
social change. Four of the most important are: social change 
automatically has political implications; social change cannot be 
achieved without organization at the community level; volunteers 
must put the community’s needs ahead of their own ideologies; 
social change involves tension, emotion and friction. The last three 
facts are usually accepted but few wish to accept the first. Yet 
politics are invariably connected with change, whether at the 
civic, provincial or federal levels. 


Canada is a country with problems, and a country where our 
minorities are becoming more frustrated and more militant. Two 
warnings to this effect were clearly issued last year by Prime 
Ministre Trudeau in an address at Queen's University and by the 
Economic Council of Canada. 


The Company is the only alternative left to many of these 
minorities. We do not tell them what is right for them. We do not 
tell them to wait for change to come. We tell them they have the 
ability to create change. We tell them to think-out what they want. 
Once that is done, we will do all we can to help them achieve 

their goal, if that goal is democratic in itself. 


Company projects are grouped around the problems of housing, 
Indian and Metis affairs, youth, education and community 
development. We will discuss the projects of the Company under 
these headings. 


housing 


. “acquiring adequate housing is a problem for more than 
merely the lowest income groups.”

CYC volunteers are directly concerned with the housing crises in 
Vancouver, Calgary, Kingston and Montreal. All the ramifications 
of urban development are part of their day-to-day work. CYC 
projects have been established in these cities at the request 

of service associations, church councils and other public-minded 
groups. The issues vary from area to area, and include problems 
such as housing for the elderly, community disintegration and 
displaced tenants. To be effective, the volunteers have become 
members of these communities. They have made friends and 
have become part of the community life. They encourage the 
residents to articulate what they see as the community‘s 
problems, 


Volunteers provide information to residents about the structure 
of their city government and the services available to them. They 
search titles, watch for land speculators and scrutinize the 
activities of unscrupulous landlords. They also encourage groups 
of residents to become involved in social action. 


‘The abrasive role of the Company of Young Canadians in 
urban renewal action-is inconsistent and perplexing.” 
Calgary Alderman Jack Davis and Toronto Mayor William 
Dennison were credited with these feelings at the 1968 
meeting of the Canadian Federation of Mayors and 
Municipalities... Mayor Dennison said that there just 
doesn’t seem to be any pattern to their policies... he 
wondered if CYC workers do represent the community in 
their protestations, He felt too often they only represent a 
small sector of the community which Ald. Davis described 
as ‘‘an emotional contact’.

In Kingston, ATAK, Association of Tenants for Action in 
Kingston, has been formed in response to desperate housing 
problems at all levels in the community, Originating from a 
community information centre, it has 1300 members in a city 
of 55,000. ATAK is producing a film on the benefits of organizing 
and is planning an Ontario tenants’ conference in June. In the 
civic elections last December, ATAK candidates were fielded in 
every ward. One, Joan Newman, was elected alderman. ATAK 
made the housing issue a plank in every campaign speech. The 
conference they are hosting will attempt to press for changes in 
housing legislation. 


The Calgary project is an urban development project with an 
emphasis on lower income areas. Eau Claire, Bowness and 
Victoria Park are the target areas, Community associations have 
been formed and many problems have emerged. Residents have 
come together and prepared briefs for presentation to various 
commissions and to city council. 


“Urban renewal is an undemocratic and inhuman 
experience, a member of the Company of Young Canadians 
told the Local Council of Women Wednesday : 


“We must seriously ask ourselves whose interests and needs 
are being looked after in urban renewal,’’ said Mrs. Elaine 
Husband. She appeared on a panel of three to discuss 
Calgary’s ‘‘Growing pains.”’

In Quebec, there are seven projects dealing with rent increases, 
urban renewal and other problems associated with the housing 
crisis. In the Concordia area of Montreal, bordered by Milton, 
Hutchinson and Ste. Marie Streets and Avenue des Pins, Kenneth 
Maxwell works as a volunteer, Concordia Estates Limited, a 
corporation owning almost 85 %of the housing units in the area, 
endeavoured to have a private bill passed by the Quebec legislature 
expropriating the rest of the property in the area, When the 
corporation failed in that attempt, it approached the City of 
Montreal in June, 1968. The residents objected to the proposed 
urban renewal scheme and asked that instead, the existing houses 
be renovated. The Milton Parc Citizens’ Committee has been 
formed to defeat the Concordia Estates Limited proposal. 
Because of the organized pressure of the residents, Concordia 
Estates have agreed to maintain the streets and provide recreation 
areas, 


Mercier, Petite Bourgogne and Pointe St. Charles are the locations 
of the other housing-oriented projects in Quebec. In Trois- 
Rivieres and St. JérOme, housing is a side issue. In both areas, 
tenant associations are being established. In the Mercier area in 
Montreal housing is gradually deteriorating. The volunteers there 
are helping the residents initiate preventive measures, They have 
contacted hundreds of people and a series of public meetings 
have been held to discuss increased rents, basic social security 
legislation, and unemployment. 


Petite Bourgogne is another area of Montreal zoned for urban 
renewal. People must leave the homes they have lived in for 

years and move into public housing units, The problems of 
adapting to this change as well as to generally increasing rents, are 
the problems which concern our volunteers, 


Pointe St. Charles is an area that has reached a crisis in health, 
housing, education and unemployment. The object of the 
project is to get the residents who are most affected by the 
situation to form a group and discuss specific problems so that 
pressure may be exerted on the municipal authorities to get 
them to understand the needs of the area. 


Orchard Park, Little Mountain, Riley Park, and Mount Pleasant 
are the main areas where our Vancouver volunteers work. In 
most of these areas there were no adult community groups. 


The volunteers in the area knocked on doors or used newsletters 
for their entry into the community. The volunteers worked in 
teams to provide continuity in the areas so that if one left or a 
new volunteer joined, the change would not be too disruptive. 


In February, the Pacific Community Self-Development Society 
was formed. Persons from Victoria, Prince Rupert, Port Hardy, 
Alert Bay, Port Alberni, Penticton, Vancouver and other B.C. 
communities were invited to attend. Some of the objectives of 
the Society are to actively assist urban and rural communities in 
social, economic, educational and recreational community 
development in British Columbia. The Society also wishes to 
encourage citizens groups, to provide opportunities for volunteer 
service, and to acquire funds to carry out these objectives.

Projects concerned with Native People form a large part of the 
CYC’s total program. There are 38 volunteers working in nine 
areas with Indian and Metis. Most of these projects deal with 
problems of adjustment to white society. Each project has a 
different approach to this problem.

“In my opinion, the Company of Young Canadians is 
performing a commendable service in providing a media of 
communications in the Indian communities, This is an area 
of activity which has been long neglected in Northern 
Ontario, Like any activity which results in changing ways of 
people, it does bring objections from those who consider 
themselves threatened by it but this should only serve to 
accelerate action. 


“The reinforcing of the voice of the Indian people by a 
community development program designed to facilitate 
the wishes of the people, as distinct from directing them, 
is, based on my own discussion with Indian people, a 
most welcome approach. 


“In these activities and other activities planned in the 
depressed workers field, the Company is performing a 

role neglected by agencies who might be expected to be 
concerned with such situations. The success to date, | 
believe reflects the peoples acceptance of the unstructured 
approach.,”’

The Lesser Slave Lake Project in Northern Alberta works in 
several communities around the lake attempting to unite the 
scattered villages so that they will have a stronger voice with 
which to speak to the rest of Canada. Young people are 
without jobs, They cannot hunt as their fathers did and their 
future is very bleak. Organizing the people in the villages and 
having them talk about their problems is one way of starting to 
solve the problems. 


“What is he accomplishing? ‘’ was the question put to 
Peter Lloyd, when he started as a CYC volunteer in East 
Prairie and the Lesser Slave Project. 


“In one sense, he’s not accomplishing a great deal, but in 
another, much is being accomplished. 


“Simply by being there, and talking to everybody and 
asking ‘‘Why? “’ about every 10 minutes he’s stimulating 
discussion among the people; discussion usually centering 
around the problems of the East Prairie Metis colony and 
what can be done about them. 


‘Most of the people here don’t seem to care at all,’’ he 
says. ‘‘But some really care. If they’d only work together.” 


‘He says that within a few days after he mentioned the 
poor snowplowing on the only road into the colony, thus 
provoking a dispute with MLA Roy Ells during a public 
meeting at Kinuso, the road was plowed “‘just about 
twice as wide as it ever was before.”’

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The volunteers at Greater Slave Lake in the Northwest 
Territories are in a similar situation. One of the biggest worries 
of the area is Treaty Number Eleven. The Dog-rib indians claim 
that what the federal government promised in 1921 to their 
Chief is not what the government wrote down as the Treaty. The 
Treaty, for example, does not permit year round hunting, as 
they say was promised. Comments on the Treaty have been 
recorded from members of the band by CYC volunteers in order 
to persuade the government to look into the controversy. A day 
school and a youth group are other CYC activities, 


Northwestern Saskatchewan volunteers are based in La-Loche 
and Buffalo Narrows, This is an area of extreme economic 
depression, Lac La Biche has been almost fished out, and there 
is little likelihood of alternate industry. Because of low levels of 
education, young people cannot find opportunity further south. 
The birth rate is increasing, stable family relationships are 
breaking down and the people are becoming desperate, The 
volunteers there have initiated a youth group to encourage young 
people to seek further education, and to acquire skills. A 
day-school has been started, Parents are getting together to 
discuss problems and now realize that what they thought to be 
their own problem is widespread. 


Alert Bay, on Vancouver Island in British Columbia has a similar 
story. One of the major problems is lack of self-government. The 
CYC volunteers there are working with the band council so that 
it can organize its own headstart programs and petition the 
government when necessary.

Many people think that because we are the Company of Young 
Canadians we deal exclusively with the problems of youth. As 
you have read in this report, this is not the case. 


However, youth oriented projects such as those located in 
Penticton, Ottawa and Toronto represent 25% of the Company’s 
total program. 


Most youth projects begin as drop-in centres for young people. 
The project develops into other areas as the young people come 
to the centres and begin to express their feelings and desires, 


Although Kingston, Montreal, Cape Breton and all the Indian- 
Metis projects are involved with youth to some degree, young 
people are the main concern of the following projects: 


Russ Barton and Brenda Pellier have been working with the 
Mayor’s Committee on Youth at the Ottawa Drop-In Centre. 
Drugs, drop-outs and lack of employment opportunities are the 
problems most often dealt with at the Centre. A placement 
office has been set up and help for those with drug problems is 
available at the Centre, 


Patrick Cunningham, a volunteer on the Ottawa Project since 


January 1969, is working with young people in culturally deprived 


situations, He is also establishing contacts with churches, schools, 
youth groups, and with a group of aspirants to the oblate order 
who tutor academically disadvantaged boys and provide counsel- 
ling. 


A fourth volunteer, Chris Bradshaw, works with the 
Neighbourhood Improvement Committee which is concerned 
with housing in a low income area, 


‘The Trailer’ is just one involvement of the Toronto Youth 
Project. It is the kids from the suburbs, the kids who have it 
made, by the standards of the last generation, who are in trouble. 
The Trailer, run mostly by the Jewish Family and Child Service 
and supported by scanty handouts from other Toronto agencies, 
is the base of operation for CYC volunteer Graeme Kemp. The 
Trailer is located in a parking lot off Avenue Road in Toronto 
during the summer and at Rochdale College in the winter. Other 
volunteers in the Toronto Youth Project are attempting to 
establish a liaison with agencies in the city in order to develop one 
concerted effort to help solve the problems of young people.

There's a special class of nut in the education world who 
believes that children are individuals and that a teacher's 
business is to help them understand themselves and the 
world around them. They feel that this cannot be done in 
large, impersonal public schools and, if they are determined 
nuts, like Alan Rimmer, Robert Davis, and the other 
members of the Everdale staff, (call CYC volunteers), 
they give up well-paid positions in plush city schools to 
set-up the sort of school that they believe in. This means 
farewell to comfort and privacy. It means life in a house 
that resounds to transistor radios, guitars and jagged 
teenage outbursts. But this doesn’t worry them, any more 
than it worries A.S. Neill, another such nut, who founded 
a similar school called Summerhill in England in 1921.”

A crises is occurring in Canadian schools. Kids who are living 
in a twentieth century environment often are being educated 
by nineteenth century rules, and they are looking for alternatives. 


This is where the Company comes in. With Knowplace and 
Everdale Place School, students are given the opportunity to 
experiment with ideas. The schools are also testing places for 
new educational theories to provide alternatives for the 
existing systems. 


Everdale Place School is an experiment in education located at 
Hillsburg, north of Toronto. Attending Everdale is a unique 
educational experience. Twenty-five students of high school age 
take courses there. Students and teachers decide what subjects 

will be studied and what projects will be undertaken. The school 

is also a farm and the teachers and students share in its operation. 
The Company pays the teachers the same allowance other CYC 
volunteers receive. Within the next year, the school will become 
independent and the teacher's salaries will no longer be paid by the 
Company. 


Knowplace is a free school in Vancouver, It was conceived by 
a group of students, age 12 to 17, in the summer of 1967. 


This year 30 students and four staff members are at Knowplace. 
The students work in groups of ten with a staff person. The 
teachers have much in common with the students, as they are, 
in many cases, only six or seven years older. Total integration 
of staff and students has been achieved. 


The groups work separately toward completion of a core program 
over a semester of two-and-a-half months. 


Decisions are made by staff and students, Both share the 
responsibilities for such areas as building maintenance, program, 
administration and selection of new staff and students. 


The focus of the school is generally non-academic. The students 
participate in seminars at Simon Fraser and the University of 
British Columbia. 


“An experimental school, a breakaway from the standard — 
and perhaps stodgy — public education system, is forming 
in Vancouver, 


“Though it rises from youthful discontent, its builders 
stress that it is not just a negative reaction by dropouts, 
but a positive and constructive effort to find an alternative 
to classroom boredom. 


“They call it ‘““Knowplace”, a slick pun that tells of its 
uncertainty as well as of its aims; and they call it’’Voluntary 
Community School’, which hints of how it is supposed 

to work.”

Three projects in Quebec are concerned with education. In Rive 
Sud and Joliette communication workshops have been organized. 
In Rive Sud, a part of Montreal, CYC volunteers work with 
Action sociale jeunesse volunteers encouraging people to form 
committees and to develop regional awareness. 


In Joliette volunteers are concerned with adult oriented education 
of students and workers, A Workers’ Committee has been 
established and a workers’ newspaper is published and distributed 
in the local plants. Meetings of the worker’s committee are held 
twice a month. Our volunteers are on excellent terms with the 
local branch of the CNTU and the Joliette Labour Board 

(FOX ©). 


In Montreal at Atelier-Communication, six volunteers have 
developed a leadership development program. Leaders, or 
organizers are provided, upon request to organizations such as 
the Union générale des étudiants du Québec, and other student 
bodies or action committees. They also publish Participation, 
the only publication in Quebec dealing solely with the new trend 
for organizing and developing leaders. The group also does 
research for citizens’ committees.

“In these two months, CYC volunteers have broadcast a 
radio show, organized English classes, and are preparing to 
distribute a newsletter to about 5,000 homes in the 
Lansdowne-Dupont area.”’

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Eight volunteers, six who speak Italian, work in the predominantly 
Italian Community of North Central Toronto. They produce a 
half-hour radio program three times a week in Italian and have 
been asked if they could produce ten programs a week. They also 
publish a community newsletter. Both the radio programs and the 
newsletter are intended to enable the people in the community to 
articulate their problems and to develop lines of communication 
within the community. 


One of the most pressing concerns in the | talian community 
results from men out of work because of industrial accidents. 
Compensation for injured men is slow in coming if it comes at all. 
These men, many of whom are young, have little education, and 
have great difficulty finding other jobs. To help solve the 
unemployment problem a specialty items industry is being started 
by the community. 


Education is another problem. Students are being streamed into 
four-year technical courses with expectations that jobs will be 
forthcoming once they are finished. This is not necessarily true as 
more and more training is required for available jobs. The problem is 
aggravated by the fact that many of these people have difficulty, 
due to lack of qualifications, in gaining admission to the schools 
to acquire this additional education. The parents, unfamiliar with 
English and the school system, do not know what is happening to 
their children. A citizen’s forum is now being initiated through a 
film club, A pamphlet on education is being produced in Italian 
which will be distributed to the parents and a parent-teacher 
night will be held in the local schools. 


The Cape Breton Island Project is also a community development 
project. The volunteers work in New Waterford, and Sydney 
Mines, 

Cape Breton is an area of economic and social depression. Many 
young people are migrating from the area; the school system is not 
adequate; there are few recreational facilities; and there are fewer 
jobs. 


The CYC volunteers are trying to help the community solve some 
of these problems. 


A drop-in centre has now been established in New Waterford 
where young men, in particular, can discuss job opportunities in 
Montreal, Toronto and other large cities. Other volunteers whose 
main concern is working with adults in the community have been 
organizing meetings and writing newsletters to inform the larger 
community and to demonstrate that they are not alone with their 
problems. 


In Quebec, community development volunteers take a different 
approach. They work in densely populated urban areas where 
community spirit is non-existent. These projects are underway in 
Trois-Rivieres, Sorel, Granby, Valleyfield, Ste. Marie, St. JérOme, 
St. Hyacinthe and St. Henri. 


Granby is a regional subcentre in the Montreal area. It has a high 
unemployment rate and many welfare cases. The average income 
is low and the industrial structure inadequate. The object of the 
project is to make the people most affected by these adverse 
conditions, aware of the situation, and encourage them to 
participate in any action taken to solve the community problems. 


In Montreal and in the Saguenay area, ACEF, Association 
cooperative d’économie familiale, is an association comprised of 
agencies concerned with consumer credit and the growing number 
of people who are falling into debt. 
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The debt cycle usually occurs because people who lack skills or 
educational opportunities also lack employment opportunities. 
When trying to support a family without a job debt is inevitable. 
The 30 volunteers who are part of this project, aid debt-ridden 
families by helping them budget what money they have. They 
also do research and provide information and assistance in the 
form of legal advice to families. In Saguenay, there is a local 
branch of ACEF. There the volunteers provide guidance and 
education in budgeting and have organized cooperative food 
distribution centres, 


Some of the volunteers are members of field teams which work 
in Pointe St. Charles, Hochelaga, St. Eustache, Chicoutimi, 
Jonquiére and Kénogami. They also serve as travelling education 
units, 


Valleyfield is a new project. The volunteers assigned to the area 
are establishing contacts in order to ascertain what the people 
need in order to determine future action. 


In St. Hyacinthe the volunteers are also involved in research prior 
to forming a committee that will help unemployed and non-union 
workers, 


The volunteers in Ste. Marie have organized a Worker's 
Committee which meets once a week to discuss their problems. 


The volunteers assigned to St. Jérome act as leaders for the 
Workers’ Committee and are organizing various activities aimed 
at encouraging workers to participate in community life. A 
newspaper, Pouvoir ouvrier, with a circulation of 5,000 copies, 
is published once a month by the committee. 
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The Sorel volunteers are attempting to help solve the problems of 
regional underdevelopment and chronic unemployment. The 
volunteers have been able to enter the class-rooms where 
government retraining courses are given and have contacted young 
unemployed workers. A committee has been formed to prepare a 
critical analysis of the retraining program and this has been 
published and forwarded to the Government. The Workers’ 
Committee of Sorel also prepares a newsbulletin. 


At Trois-Rivieres, the volunteers are working with two groups of 
workers: one made up of former employees of the Trois-Rivieres 
ferry who lost their jobs in December 1967; and the other, mainly 
young, unemployed persons. Efforts are also being made to help 
residents affected by an urban renewal project. 


The St. Henri area has the largest number of low income families 
in the city of Montreal. For more than 30 years the 47,000 
residents have been asking for a hospital. Various politicians have 
promised to have one built during each election campaign, but 
this has not yet been done. Our volunteers are assisting the 
members of the St. Henri Workers’ Committee in their effort to 
get a hospital for the community. 


special status 
projects 


In addition to the projects described, the Company 
supports some volunteers in special projects. 


Mickey Posluns, our volunteer with the Ottawa Civil Liberties 
committee, when he is not attending meetings talking about civil 
rights, is interviewing people who feel they have been unjustly 
treated by the law. He sees his role in the community as 
developing a liaison with groups not primarily concerned with 
civil rights, but handle problems which have resulted through 
neglect of civil rights, He researches individual cases to place 
them in their social context. He keeps files of clippings from 
newspapers and Hansard to note how widespread a particular 
problem is. Then, through the Civil Liberties Committee, the 
public is educated through newsletters and through actual 
court cases. Through pressure in this form, it is hoped that 
legislation at all levels can be changed. 


John-Kellerman, a victim of cerebral palsy, is a volunteer in 
Toronto working to help meet the needs of handicapped persons, 
John has.been mainly concerned with the fields of transportation, 
education and recreation as they relate to the handicapped. 


Maggi Redmonds was originally associated with the Toronto 
Youth Project but she ended up working as a volunteer at 999 
Queen Street, a Toronto mental hospital. She is a liaison between 
the patients, therapists, the hospital administration and the 
trained staff. This type of involvement requires a very special 
person who can cope with the strains of a variety of relationships. 
The purpose of her involvement is to make decisions in the 
hospital more participatory. Her success at the hospital is borne 
out by the fact that she will be joined later this year by more 
CYC volunteers,
